Santiago. The proclamation, which 


efers to the policy the Americans will 
ursuu in governing the territory under 
heir jurisdiction, is published today in 
he English and Spanish local papers, 
nd will be struck off on handbills in 
arge type and posted in conspicuous 
laces in the city and other important 
owns in live province of Santiago. 
In the proclamation General Wood says 
hat the policy of the Americana has 
>een to follow the old laws as far as 
>racticable, but owing to the incompati- 
illity of some of the laws with the al- 
ered conditions, a delinite declaration 
f the American policy is necessary. 
The first claus* of the proclamation 
ays that the people will have the right 
o assemble peacefully to discuss public 
uestions, to petition the authorities for 
f dress of grievances, etc. No restraint 
vill be placed on relision. The right 
f the inhabitants to follow any creed 
hey are accustomed to v\ ill not be ques- 
loned, nor will reliKious predilection 
Is-qualify any citizen who is otherwise 
apable from holding any office or public 
rust. The courts will be oiren to all. 
nd justice will be swiftly administered. 
o property will be taken for public uses 


A'ithout fair compensation to the ov. li- 
ra. 
In criminal cases the accused persons 


will have the. right of representation by 
ounsel. No tf.nn will he compelled to 
give self-incriminating evidence.

vlll be accepted In all cases except such 
as involve capital punishment, The writ 
if habeas corpus cannot be suspended 
ixcept when the commanding general 
eemslt advisable. 
The proclamation promises that no 


nan will be placed twice In Jeopardy of 
it'e and liberty for the earns offence. No 
xcessive lines or punishments will be 
mposed. Writs of search and seizure 
will only be Issued in exceptional cases. 
General Wood has received a report from 
Dr. Sewell, who Is In charge at Guan- 
anamo. He says that the last ease of 
•ellow fever among the Third immujres 
ha* been cured. The fever at Guantana- 
mo was the real artlcte, and the mor- 
ality was greater than 20 p«r cent. Dr. 
Sewell says that the troops caught the 
disease while visiting- a cemetery In 
which bodies were being exhumed. 


There has not been a case of yellow 


fever In the city of Santiago for two 
weeks. The condition of the troops all 
about the city is growing better every 
day.

This wou'd insure 
ho government of Blanco belligerent 
rights, and was intended to be a means 
which would insure them supplies to 
carry out the movement. 


Following the return of the envoys 
ame the Spanish defeats ou sea aud 
and, and other returning envoys report- 
ed lukewarmness on the part of the gov- 
ernments to which they had been com- 
missioned. 


General Blanco endeavored to the best 


of his ability, and with the active co-op- 
sratlon of all of his lieutenants, to re- 
vive and promote the project, but the 
'act that Spain soon after began to sue 
or peace put an end to the plan. Nev- 
ertheless, 
General Blanco protested 


agaJnst the overtures, and desired to 
lave the war continued. 


RAILROAD IN CHINA.

Chicago, Oct. 21.— A dispatch from 


San F'rancisco mentioned the departure 
of William Barclay Parsons and a num- 
jer of eneineera, representing a New 
York syndicate, for China, and' told ot 
the plans of this syndicate for the con- 
struction of a railroad from Hankow to 
Canton. Wu Ting Fang, Chinese min- 
ister to the United States, before his de- 
parture for Was-hineton, said of this 
enterprise, that he had signed the con- 
tract last spring, but the beginning of 
construction had be«n delayed by thu 
war. 


"The report," he said, "is misleading 


In the tact that it states an ultimate 
government ownership. The American 
syndicate is to own and operate the road 
Cor a period of years, after which time 
It passes into the hands of a Chinese 
company, not the government. This com- 
pany is to be under the protection of the 
fovernment, and the raJlroad had to ba 
built semi-officially, in ord«r to get the 
laud. This Chinese company borrows 
the money of the syndicate and allows 
the syndicate to operate the road until 
It Is paid for. After that the manage- 
ment will follow the. American plan, and 
not that of Europe, in the government 
ownership of railroads.
